ELECTRIFICATION 
IN ALBERTA 


One of Alberta’s most striking 
success stories is that. of Rural 
Electrification. Since the end of 
the war when very few farms in 
tthe province had central station 
electric power, the expansion of 
the Rural: Electrification pro- 
gram has been tremendous. At 
December 31, 1954, there were 
30,506 farms electrified in Al- 
berta. Of this total 22,561 are 
served by Calgary Power Ltd. 
The year 1954 was another one 
of achievement with 6,323 farms 
being connected, in spite of the 
wet spring, summer and early 
fall, which delayed construction 
of rural lines. 

A goal of 5,000 electrified 
farms has been set for 1955. This 
year should see the expansion of 
farm electrification into _many 
corners of the province which hi- 
therto have been too remote from 
the lines of the interconnected: 
systems to expect electricity. 

Eventually it is hoped that 
over 66,000 of the province’s 
84,315 farms will receive, elec- 
trical service. 

At the end of 1954 a total of 
335 rural electrification associ- 
ations had been organized. These 
associations are organized groups , 
of farmers who live in the same 
area who all want to have elec- 
tric service on their farms. They 
secure an estimate of the cost of 
having lines constructed in their 
area from the power company. 
This estimate is based’ on cost. 


profits on the erection of rural 
lines. Then they divide this cost 
evenly among themsélves. If 
any farmers needs financial as- 
.sistance he can borrow money 
from the provincial government. 
To keep the cost down many far-. 
mers assist the power compan- 
ies in the actual construction. 
As soon as the lines are built

News Roundup 
From Edmonton

' EDMONTON—A new deal for 
farmers and a new policy on 
land, forest and water conser- 
vation may arise from a bill 
passed during the recent special 
session of the Alberta leégisla- 
ture. 


That’s the hope of Hon. L. C. 
Halmrast, minister of agricul- 
ture, who igtroduged and ex- 
plained .the provisions of the le- 
gislation, which is entitled a 
Bill to Provide for the Conser- 
vation and Efficient Use of Land, 
‘Forest and Water Resources in 
the Province of. Alberta. 

The main feature of the bill 
lis a provision for the establish- 
j ment of a special commission 
| which will have power to invest- 
igate any phase of conservation 
and make .recommendations *to 
the: government. It will place all 
conservation _ matters in the 
hands of a single authority. 

The" legislation has - special 
significance for farmers, be- 

) cause one of the commission’s 
first tasks will be to take a look 
at areas of the province where 
farmers seem: unable to earn a 
proper living. 


. | When the commission finds out 


why farmers can’t make a living 
in certain areas, the bill empow- 
ers the: government.to do some- 
thing about it. The farmers, of 
course, will have to give full 
co-operation if the program is to 
be a success.

As an example, he cited dis- 
tricts west of ‘Wetaskiwin, 
where excessive rains have made 
it nearly impossible for farmers

years. The farmers have been 
late getting on the land because 
of spring rains, and as a result 
crops have been ruined by early 
frost. 


What is the answer? Perhaps,

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Mr. Halmrast said, these farm- 
ers shouldn’t be -trying to grow 
grain crops. Maybe the: land is 
better suited to sheep raising. 
The job of the commission is to 
fing out. 


Once the solution is found, the 
commission will ask farmers to 
‘co-operate. The procedure might 
be: to set up a “controlled area,” 
with the commission of experts 
directing. farming operations. 
This would be similar to the 
control the province has over the 
special‘ areas, but it would re- 
quire the consent of residents. 

In dry areas, the commission 
‘might decide: to employ | rain-° 
making methods. In areas which 
are hailed out year after year, 
recently-developed hail-suppers- 
sion methods might be recom- 
mended by the commission: 


The commission also would | 
conduct surveys before any new 
homestead areas are opened up 
to settlers. Mr. Halmrast said 
surveys.of such areas have been 
made before, but the commission 
would be able to conduct a more 
tomplete study. The commiss- 
ion also could investigate areas 
proposed for Arrigation develop- 
ment, 

The government put ecg 
provisions in, the bill to take 
care of certain circumstances. If 
an area is not, paying its taxes, 
the government can step in, with 
the consent of .a. municipality, 
and set up a controlled area. ° 

In a-controlled area, the land | 
‘would be put to the use deemed . 
best by the commission. 

Where too many farmers are 
tiying to live off a deficient 
area, the commission might ar- 
range to move some of them. 
This, of course, ‘would -have to 
be done ‘with the consent of the 
farmer: Mr. Halmrast said an 
important phase of the program 
‘will be to sell the farmers -on - 
the idea of the commission’s 


work. He is confident most of 


them will buy it, 

He couldn't say exactly when 
the. commission will be set up, 
but said it will be headed by 
the best. soils expert the pro-. . 
vince can obtain. Other mem- 
bers will represent the depart- 
ment of lands and forests, mun- 
icipal affairs and the Alberta 
Power Commission. 

For ‘special studies, the com- 
mission will be. able to call in 
any experts it requires; to act 
as advisers, 

Mr. Halmrast pointed out it | is 
impossible to prevent the un- 
foreseeable factors of weather 
and, climate which can inflict 
ruin on crops, But if an area has 
trouble year after year, chances 
are the land is not being used 
in the most efficient way. He 
hopes the work of the commis- 
sion will correct that. 
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
